There is very little poveily in 


Bermuda—no abject poverty, as in- 
deed how should there be in a land 
where the soil is so feriileas to yield 
easily three crops annually? It is 
hard for one raised in New England 
to imagine a vegetable garden that 
will yield something for the table 
every day in the year, bat such are 
the gardens here. The chief pro- 
ducts raised for exportation are on- 
ions, potatoes, tomatoes, end arrow- 
roet. Our table has been well sup- 
plied, however, with other fresh and 
delicious vegetables—sweet potatoes 
of pale color, but very fine flavor, 
beets sweet and tender, green peas 
large and luscious, crisp cabbage, 
cauliflower, and lettuce. The poor 
Bermndian has an inexhaustible fish 
pond in the blue Atlantic, and his 
home, wherever it may be, cannot 
be a long walk from the shore, since 
the island is so indented and nar- 
row, that it is scarcely possible to 
find a locality that would be more 
than a mile from the ocean. 


Sare the Old Paper. 


Never throw away old paper. 


If you have no wish to sell it, use it 
in the house. Some housekeepers 
prefer it to cloth for cleaning many 
articles of furniture. For instance, 
a volume, written by a lady who 
prided herself on her experience and 
tact, says: "After a stove has been 
blackened, it should be kept look- 
ing well for a long time by rubbing 
it with paper every morning. Bub- 
bing with paper is a much nicer 
way of keeping the tea-kettle, coffee- 
pot and tea-pot bright and clean 
than the old way of washing them 
in suds. Rubbing with paper is 
«lso the best way of polishing 
knives, tinware and spoons; they 
shine like new "silver. For polish- 
ing mirrors, windows, lamp chim- 
neys, etc., paper is better than dry 
doth. Preserves and pickles keep 
«miich better if brown paper instead 
of cloth is tied over the jar. Canned 
fruit is not half so apt to mold if a 
piece of writing paper, cat to fit the 
can, is laid directly on the fruit. 
'Paper is much better to put tinder a 
"carpet than straw. It is warmer, 
thjnner, and makes less noise when 
one walks over it."—Home Journal.
